oundation board denies gripe

The CSUS Foundation Board 
of Governors yesterday refused to 
hear a grievance from foundation 
employee Jayne Woods over the 
university administration’s refusal 
to reclassify her position 

“f don’t think it’s appropriate 
tor this board to hear this,” said 
CSUS President James G. Bond. 
the board's chair. “This board has 
no authority with regard to reclas- 
sification matters,” he added 

But Woods, foundation 
coordinator, said her 
appeal wasn't based on any final 
decision. “The fact is,” she said, 
“after 14 months there has been no 
decision.” 

The administration’s personnel 
office had reviewed and disap- 
proved her reclas-

The heyday of professional sports is over, and it has taken the entire 
collapse of one pro league (the World Football League) and the near- 
demise of another to get people to understand what 1s happening in the 
sports world 

The Utah Stars announced that they were going to forward all 
business activities to their league the American Basketball As- 
sociation —- and owner Bill Daniels nearly fell apart when he made the 
final announcement 

“I'm just sick,” was all he could say 

The Stars, formerly one of the ABA’s more successful franchises, 
made several fatal mistakes that led to their financial collapse. For one 
thing, they signed a player right out of high school named Moses 
Malone who proved later he could not take the physical punishment 
dealt out in the pros. In fact, in his second year of action for the Stars. 
he broke a bone in his foot and has since not returned to the lineup 

But the Stars are not alone in their plight. Right now, the St. Louis 
Spirits and Virginia Squires are both feeling a financial crunch 
Already this season two ABA franchises have crumpled - San Diego 
and Baltimore — and it soon seems that the ABA will no longer have 
any teams at this rate 

An accusation by both the NBA and ABA players has pointed an 
ugly finger at the owners (or former owners) of the defunct franchises 
for purposely folding the teams in order to force down player salaries 

The former owners have also been accused of preparing for a merger 
with the NBA. and the older league will look more highly on admitting 
a few teams more than an entire league 

But without teams. there wouldn’t be player salaries at all, now

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Campus mini survey reveals student media habits

A recent survey of 75 people on 
the CSUS campus revealed some 
interesting information about their 
media habits. The respondants 
were about two to one temale 
about 23 vears old. and most were 
upperclassmen (women) his does 
not pretend to be a representative 
sample. but the results nevertheless 
uncover some trends worthy of 
mention 

When questioned about their 
newspaper und magazine reading 
habits. two-thirds of the subjects 
mentioned general news as their 
main interest. Entertainment (49- 
(.). Social news (41°,). sports (35- 
‘,), and womens’s news (32°, ) were 
also popular. (The survey asked for 
three areas of interest.) 

The population of the survey 
listens to the radio or stereo about 
two and one-half hours per day 
Only one-quarter of those polled 
listen over four hours daily 

[he art of reading (non-schoo! 
or work matter) seems to be fading 


away. A recent “Newsweek” article 


exposed a serious weakness among 
high school and college students in 
this area.

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Christmas play is enjoyable

“Regalos de  Tristesa” by 
Manuel Pickett is a good, en- 
joyable and fairly well written play 
It is the Christmas play now 
appearing at CSUS's — Little 
Theater 

It 1s one of the first plavs written 
by Pickett. Although a little rough 
around the edges. it shows that the 
author has a lot of promise. His 
main characters, who are a Mex- 
ican American farm worker family 
of three generations. are three 
people. He 
doesn't sentimentalize them, which 
is something many ethnic writers 
tend to do 

The characters are well por- 
traved by a cast, 
characterization gives the family a 


dimensional — rea! 


whose 


lot of depth. However sometimes 
one could aimost sense some trving 
not to run away with their 
characterization 

The title “Regalos de Tristesa™ 
(Gifts of Sorrow) aludes to one of 
the major themes in the plot. Our 
consumer society, turn the gifts of 
Christmas, into gifts of sorrow 

Andres the eldest. who ts about 
19 vears old and who works with 
his father on ine same ranch, ts 
seduced by a pimp banker peddling 
master charge. his white Anglo 
whore and a talking TV. that hasa 
Southern accent, into charging 
Christmas presents and consumer 


items that he and his family don't 
need and can't aflord 

His younger brother and sister, 
who are about 14 and 10, are also 
seduced by the taiking T.V. into 
wanting Christmas gilts that they 
don’t really need and can’t afford 

When the children learn that 
thev can't have these gifts. they 
begin to quarrel. This leads to 
alienation among some otf the 
tamily members 

Fragmintation of the family ts 
aggravated by the fact that Andres 
joins the Teamsters Union as an 
organizer on the ranch at which he 
and father are emploved. because 
his father along with the other 
farmworkers on the ranch are seek- 
ing to organize with the United 
Farm Workers Union 

Andres accepted the organizing 
job, because with it came a 
promotion and a salary increase 

Pickett tells a good story. With 
literary maturity, someday soon he 
will tell an even better one. Many 
of his metaphores are basically 
good ideas. but some he over 
states 

Andres charges a television set 
and brings it home for the family to 
view. As the tamily watches it. so 
does the audience. [his ts one of 
the better written scenes. It was a 
funny and inventive idea. In it 
Pickett 
programs and commercials. He 


parodies ~ many TV 


captures the emptiness of the 


melodramatic soap operas and the 
hard sell techniques of the 
commercials 

When everyone leaves the room 
Andres is left watching the 
television. At this point the 
television begins to talk to him ina 
sexy Southern voice. It seduces 
him into buying a pick-up truck 

While the family and the 
audience watched television. the 
use of the television as a means to 
seduce us into buying consumer 
goods is effectively stated. In the 
next scene. however. by turning the 
1.V. into a machine with a sexy 
southern voice. Pickett over states 
his case and it loses its effec- 
tiveness
